INVESTIGATION: 

OFFICERS RESPONDED TO A RADIO CALL AT 6051 HOLLYWOOD BLVD 
(DOMINOES PIZZA) REGARDING A 415 MALE (NON-CUSTOMER) REFUSING 
TO LEAVE THE PROPERTY. OFFICERS ARRIVED AND SPOKE TO MALE 
(LATER IDENTIFIED AS MURPHY, GERALD GEORGE) WHO THANKED 
OFFICERS FOR COMING TO ARREST HIM. OFFICER GORDON ADVISED 
THAT HE NEEDED TO THE LEAVE THE PROPERTY IMMEDIATELY AND 
WOULD BE SUBJECT TO ARREST FOR TRESPASSING IF HE CAME BACK IN 
A 24 HOUR PERIOD. 


MURPHY STATED THAT HE NEEDED TO BE ARRESTED “BEFORE I HURT 
MYSELF OR SOMEONE ELSE.” OFFICER GORDON EXPLAINED TO MURPHY 
THAT HE COULD NOT BE ARRESTED FOR NO VALID VIOLATION. MURPHY 
STATED HE WOULD WALK INTO A STORE AND “ROB IT” JUST TO BE TAKEN 
INTO CUSTODY. AGAIN, OFFICER GORDON EXPLAINED THAT WAS NOT A 
GOOD DECISION. MURPHY THEN STATED, “CAN’T YOU ARREST ME 
BECAUSE I HAVE BEEN DRINKING BEER OUT OF THIS CUP? WATCH ME.” 
MURPHY THEN TOOK A LONG DRINK FROM A 42 OZ PLASTIC CUP 
CONTAINING AN AMBER LIQUID IDENTIFIED AS “BEER”. OFFICER 
GORDON ASKED MURPHY WHAT HE WAS DRINKING. MURPHY STATED, 
“BUDWEISER BEER.” 


OFFICERS COULD SMELL A STALE ODOR OF ALCOHOL EMITTING FROM 
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HIS BREATH DURING THE CONVERSATION. MURPHY WAS ALSO VERY 
DISHEVELED IN APPEARANCE AND WAS HAVING A HARD TIME 
RECALLING HIS PERSONAL INFORMATION (NAME, DATE OF BIRTH, 
ADDRESS). 


ARREST: 

DEFT WAS ADVISED HE WAS BEING PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSON’S 
ARREST (PER 837.1 P.C.) FOR 41.27 (c) LAMC - DRINKING IN PUBLIC. 
OFFICER KANAGI HANDCUFFED MURPHY USING TWO SETS OF 
HANDCUFFS DUE TO THE FACT THAT HE WAS UNABLE TO COMFORTABLY 
PLACE HIS HANDS BEHIND HIS BACK. THE HANDCUFFS WERE CHECKED 
FOR FIT AND DOUBLE LOCKED. MURPHY WAS TRANSPORTED TO 
HOLLYWOOD LAPD FOR A WANT AND WARRANT CHECK. 


DURING THE RIDE TO THE HOLLYWOOD LAPD STATION, MURPHY 
CONTINUED TO STATE THAT HE “DID NOT WANT TO HURT HIMSELF OR 
ANY HUMAN BECAUSE HE LOVED EVERYONE.” HE WAS PLEADING TO BE 
LOCKED UP AND BEGAN TO CRY. HE ALSO STATED THAT HE COULD NOT 
REMEMBER ANYTHING DUE TO THE FACT THAT HE HAD BEEN HIT IN THE 
HEAD, BUT COULD NOT REMEMBER ANY DETAILS OF WHEN IT 
HAPPENED OR IF WE WENT TO THE HOSPITAL TO BE TREATED. 

OFFICERS ALSO OBSERVED A BOTTLE OF PSYCHIATRIC MEDICATIONS IN 
HIS POSSESSION AND A PRESCRIPTION FROM GATEWAYS MENTAL 
HEALTH. 


OFFICER GORDON EXPLAINED THE BEHAVIOR AND VERBAL LANGUAGE 
MURPHY WAS USING TO W/C SGT. LEGASPE WHO DECIDED TO HAVE AN 
LAPD UNIT CONTACT THE MENTAL EVALUATION UNIT TO INTERVIEW 
MURPHY.
